address by Professor H. C. White on the ex- 
perii sat the state university farm. Pro 
fessor White opened his address DY paying a 
Lt tribute to the mem ry 
General browne, of the state universi! 
remarks Of Professor W! the 
General Browne were chaste, beautiful and 
eloguefit Im expression. After 
his remarks on General Browne he gave an in 
teresting account of Lis experimenis with the 
cotton piant,

Of the results 
he Said that Without puosphoric acid the 
pianis a ed, no matter wnat else was put Into 
the sand. Hesaid also that unless tue acid 
Was in & SOluble or reverted state the piant 
would BO grow properly. Siimple phosphate 
of lime alone produced a healthier plant 
than ; either reverted or insoluble 
Without potash the plant grew 
fora short time but died. Potash seemed to 
be especially necessary tothe plant at the 
time of forming what is called the squares, 
because it was observed that those that were 
planted with asmall quantity of potash did 
not have squares as early or as well as those 
that had full rations of potash. The experi- 
ments on the farm were  contirmed 
by the experiments’ with the pots. 
He spoke of the importance of an experi- 
mental station, and referred to the fact that 
the trustees of the university had decided 
that the branch colleges couid no longer be 
supported by the funus of the institution,and 
that they would be withdrawn. He urged 
that the legislature should appropriate a sum 
sutheciemt for the maintenance ot the branch 
colleges that it sees fit to keep up, and that 
the tunds ofthe university should be lefi free 
to be used by that institution in carrying out 
the full intentions of the management. He 
suid tuatift the farmers of the state wanted 
an experimental station it was absolutely 
necessary that some other provision be made 
fur the branch colleges. 

Colofel Lom Howard reada long and able 
paper preparei by Hon. J. f. Henderson, the 
scute Gomimissioner of agricufture, on the 
workings of the department. One of the 
most ik patient things that the commissioner 
urged was the establishing of an experi- 
mentakstation of some sort. He urged that 
the receipts of the department were largely 
in ¢xcess of the ex penses, and that the mon uy 
derived from that source should go into the 
fund for the education of the farmer in the 
secrets and truths of his ousiness. The idea 
was that the farmerspaid the tax and that 
they should have thefull benelit of the en 
tire amout collected from them. lt 
seemed to strike the meeting that the com- 
missioner was righton the subject and that 
if the farmers didnot get the full benefit of 
all theanoney that they paid intothe treasury 
under $the operations of the law that they 
were uhder the burden of class legislation. 

At the conclusion ef the reading of the pa- 
per Mr. D. Kk. Butler presented a resolution 
tor the appointment of a committee of three 
to wait on the joint committee of the senate 
and house and assist in the examination of 
the affairs of the department of agriculture. 
Mr. Vason, of Dougherty, objected to the res- 
olution on the ground thal it was too vague 
and said that he wanted some outspoken sen- 
timents on the subject. He said that under 
the operations of the law the farmers of the 
state were being robbed every year out of 
sixty thousand dollars of their hard-earned 
money, and that he for one was ready to go 
to the legislature and demand that a change 
in the law be made that would not compe! 
the farmer to pay the enormous and unjust 
tax. He wanted the legislature to understand 
that the money was taken from the farmers 
and the farmers alone and for a specific pur- 
pose, and that it was supposed to be for their 
youd alone. That when that purpose was 
served the state had no right to take -uhe 
balance of the money and devote it to the 
uses of the state. He said that it was still the 
money of the farmers; that they had paid 
into. the treasury nearly a quarter 
of a million dollars; that they 
should not have been compelled to pay 
batit had been paid in and it was impossible 
tur the state toreturn to them the surplus 
that was not required to pay the expenses of 
the department of agriculture. He was there- 
fore in favor of the state returning the money 
in the shape of education tothe farmers of 
Lue state. 

Mr. H. H. Jones, of Bibb county, stated 
that he was in favor of the position taken by 
Mr. Vason but that he wanted it understood 
and provided thatin establishing the insti- 
tutions proposed the fund for the running 
expenses of the department of agriculture 
should not be curtailed. 

Hon, Mark A. Cooper, of the county of 
Bartow, stated that the body should not treat 
the legislature with any disrespect and that 
he desired more time to consider the subject 
and to decide on what should be done. He 
thought the whole convention needed time 
to consider the best step to be taken, and for 
that reason he thought that the matter should 
be deferred forthe time being. He moved 
thatthe matter be postponed until the morna- 
ing Sesslum to-day. <Attera lively debate the 
mowon prevailed and the whole subject went 
over to the session of this morning. 

At the conciusion of the discussion Profes- 
sor J. E. Willet, of Mercer university, read a 
very carefully prepared paper on “Forestry, 
ur the Saving and Increase of the Timber 
Lands in Gegrgia.’”’ Hespoke of America as 
the original forest continent, and stated that 
Georgala Was originally an unbroken forest. 
He ciben traced the gradual destruction of 
the trees, and showed how the woods had dis- 
appeared before the destructive ax of the 
fuan Who Cleared up the farms and plan- 
tations. At first the destruction’ of 
timber W4S not noticed, but now it is one of 
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tue questions that the people are beginning | 


tu think about. It is estimated that at the 


present rate of destruction to the forests of | 


Georgia all the timoer will have been cleared 
away In seventy-five years, But the chances 
are that the timber will go much faster than 
that, and that in fifty years, uoless there is a 
reform, there will be notimber of consequence 
in tue state. He drew an

contrast With that which now meets the eye. 
Then there were dense forests abvut 
the farm houses, the woods and 
trees that the boys reverenced. Now 
the scene is Changed anid the woods are gone. 
‘he second cause of the loss of timber was 
tue export trade and the timber that is sold 
fur manufacturing.

PROVIDING FOR MATTHEWS, «# 

The. defeat of Stanley Matthews for the 
senate made it necessary to provide for him 
elsewhere. Hayes and Mrs. Hayes were 
greatly interested in behalf of their relating 
lt was aiso whispered about in railroad circles 
that they wanted Mr. Matthews on tie su- 
preme bench, especially since no effort was 
required toinduce President Hayes to appoint 
him. Efforts were immediately put forth to 
retire Justice Swayne, which, being finally 
Mr. Matthews was nominated 
by Hayes to fill the vacancy on the 
supreme bench. Meantime Garfield, the 
president-elect, was in no wise reconciled te 
Stanley Matthews. The nomination of Mat 
thews was held up in the judiciary commit- 
tee, of which Senator Thurman was chair- 
man, and, notwithstanding the most strenu- 
ous efforts on the part of President Hayes 
and Mr. Matthews’s railroad friends, it wag 
not confirmed and died in the committee, 
Judge Thurman opposed Matthews on ae- 
countol the latter’s opposition to the Paeifie 
railroad sinking-fund bill while in the 
senate, 

Haves was frantic over the failure to con- 
tirm Matthews, and appealed to Garfield to 
renominate Matthews to the supreme bench 
in return for Swaim’s appoincment as judge- 
advocate general, Cropping out all claim for 
Colonel Rogers. Coming as a last and only 
request from an outgoing to an incoming 
president of the same party, and being quiety 
backed by the railrord representatives ig 
Washington Garfield did renominate Mr. 
Matthews upon the assembling of the senate 
in extraordinary in Mry, 188%, 
lhereupon orders were quietiy issued to fight 
Matthews’s confirmation, and it was fought 
vigorously to rejection. 

RIGHT ABOUT FACE. 

The narrator concludes as follows: “Aft 
this critical juncture the word was suddenly 
passed to change fronton the opposiiiton te 
Mr. Matthews’ cunfirmation and to call off 
ail our dogs. The order came from a 
source known to me to be in Garfield's 
deepest confidence and from a party whe did 
not atleastapprove Mr. Matthews’ appoint- 
ment to the supreme bench, althougk 
he enteriained a high opinion of his legal 
ability. I remonstrated without effect, bat 
was finally compelled to give in at the 
risk of offending the president. Matthew'e 
rejection was reconsidered, and finaily, after 
a most vigorous opposition from democratic 
and republican senators alike, was confirmed 
by a majority of one. The excuse given out 
for this was that Governor Fuster, then acan- 
didate for renomination, had appeared in

INCREASED FACILITIES AND DECREASED WAGES. 

Jobin B. Taltavall, an operator employed by 
the New York associated by press, confirmed 
the testimony of the previous witnesses in re- 
gard to the sirike. He explained more in 
detail the effect of the introduction of the 
multiplex system of telegraphy in reducing 
the expenses of the company employing 
them. Despite the enormous increase of fac- 
ilities obtained by the use of duplex and 
quadruplex instruments, the tariff of 
Western Union company had 
changed.

operators in their employ. in witnesses’ 
opinion the Western Union company was 
now handling hot more that one-third of the 
ordinary amount of its business before the 
strike. Every effort was being made 1 
thedemands of the press and of dy 
business interest, but the busine: the pu 
lie Was pate entirely neglected. 

HE POLICY OF REDUCTION. 

eg Ore. of Philadelphia, a member 
the brother!ood of te legraphers, said tiat t! 
Silaries paid the operators in Philadelphia 

ranged from thirty to eighty dollars a month. 
One of the objects of the brotherhood was to 
establish a telegraph company on the co-ope- 
rative system, by which operators should own 
their own line, and thus be enabled to pro- 
tect themselves against their employes. An 
evidence of the hostility of the Western 
Union company towards its employes was the 
systematic policy of reducing the salaries of 
its Operators during the past ten years. The 
Wituess also gave testimony in regard to the 
piactice of the Western Union company in 
black listing men found to have been en- 
gaged in the Olganization of a union or asso 
ciation of operators. 

STATISTICS OF THE COMPANY. 

Eugene J. O'Connor, of Boston, chairman 
of the executive board of the Brotherhood of 
Telegrapwters, gave the following statistics of 

the growth ofthe Western Union company 
since 1566: Inthat year the company, had 
o/,000 miles of poles and 75,687 miles of wire, 
while now it has 131,000 miles of poles: and 
374,565 miles of wire.

O70. This didnot include the Mutual ' nion 
plant.

withstanding statistics were compiled from 
published statements of the c ompany. Since 
the beginning of the strike, the membe ship 
of the Brotherhood had nearly doubled, and 
now numbered about 20,000. One-fifth of the 
operators in the country were women, and 
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about 500 of these had joined the strikers. 
There were very few first-class operators 
araong them, as their strength was not equal 
to the amountof work required to attain such 
efficiency.

It was 
reported about this time that a ieading operator had 
settled privately a large line of shorts in Northern 
Pacific and Oregon and Transcontiuental with a 
prominent banking house. As the operator in «ues- 
tion has been instrumental in causing the sharp 
break in these stocks, it was inferred that the worst 
had been seen. An advance of 1 to 5% per cent 
took place. When the market was at the top the 
failure of Geo. William Ballou & Co. was anounced 
and prices yielded '4 to2 percent. During the day 
18,400 shares of stock and 44,000 rolls of bonds were 
closed out for their account. After it became 
known that no more suspensions were likely, at 
least for the day, excitement abated and the market 
became firmer. About 2 p.m., however, Western 
Union was severely raided, breaking to 7.4 against 
7674 in the early trading. The explanation given for 
the break was that a number of stop orders were in 
the market, which the bears discovered. Missouri 
Pacific sold down rapidly from 95%q4 to 95, and the 
remainder of the list feli off in sympatby. After 
the bear pressure was removed the market moved 
up again, clearly indicating that the undertone is 
much stronger than was generally supposed. West- 
ern Union rose 2%, to 7474, and Missouri Pacific 1’, 
to 94%. The former subsequently reacted to74. As 
compared with last night's closing, prices are '4 to 
1% per cent.higher, Central Pacific, Northwest, 5st.
